STIFF FIGHT WAS MADE 
BY THE CHAINED WOMEN 


But Police Finally Broke 
Chains and Cuffs and Ar- 
rested Sylvia— Bands of 
Militants Invade Churches. 


London, May 24.—Suffragists gave the 
police and church officials a busy Sun- 
day, and they themselves, in some cases, 
received rough treatment from crowds 
who showed their resentment at the re- 
cent interferénce with the king and 
the damage done to pictures. 

Sylvia Pankhurst, who was arrested 
again under the “cat and mouse” act, 
and her East End followers provided 
the day’s biggest excitement. A great 
procession that marched to Victoria 
park, on the way picked up Sylvia Pank- 
hurst and chained and handcuffed her 
te fifteen women. This party was sur- 
rounded by other supporters armed 
with staves. 

Chained Women Fought. 

The police allowed the procession to 
proceed, but when the park was reachec 
they got the militant leader and those 
chained to her into the park and then 
shut the gates against the rest of the 
women. The women in chains put up 
a stiff fight, but the police finally broke 
the chains and arrested Sylvia. They 
allowed the others to go. 

Outside the gate the police with 
great difficulty broke up a furious 
atruggle between male suffragists and 
amti-euffragists. 

At Hampstead Heath suffragists call- 
ed on the police for protection against 
a mob th rushed their platform 
with cri * “Duck them! We will 
teach t’ . to insult the king.” 

The pice surrounded the suffragists, 
most of whom were women, and finally 
got them away in safety. 

Invaded the Churches. 

Many women chose Westminster Ab- 
bey and Newcastle cathedral today to 
make church demonstrations. At the 
Abbey prayers were chanted for Mrs. 
Pankhurst, protests were uttered 
against the apathy of the church in the 
matter of the forcible feeding of wom- 
en and an appeal was made to the 
bishop of Down, who was preaching, 
‘to prevent the torturing of women.” 
A protest also was made against wom- 
en being “turned out of the house of 
God,” and there were loud cries of 
“shame on “the church!” 

The women fought against their re- 
moval, and it was a considerable time 
before the disturbance was quelled. 
Similar scenes were enacted in New- 
castle cathedral, where some of the 
women had to be)carried from the edi- 
fice, and then were compelled to seek

Suffiragettes raided numerous streets 
in the west end of London early today, 
smashing windows. Several of them 
were arrested. 

The populace rushed a suffragette 
meeting in Hyde Park today and tore 
down the platform from which speeches 
were being delivered. The police es- 
corted the suffragettes to safety.

Story of Preacher. 


Rev. Patmont’s story was as follows:

In considering the ‘question of per- 
sons, the mediators believe there are 
many men in Mexico not identified 
prominently -with either the Huerta 
regime or the constitutionalisis who 
would be fitted to head the government 
during its transition to a legally elect- 
ed administration. 

Reparation for United States. 

At present unless ‘the constitution- 
alists are willing to suspend hostilities 
and enter unconditionally into medias 
tion they will be given no further vup- 
portunity to do so. The plans of the 
mediators look to a settlement of the 
difficulties between the Huerta gov- 
ernment and .the United States before 
submitting the program adopted here 
to the econstitutionalists. The media- 
tors consider that the internal and in- 
ternational phases of the Mexican 
problem are inseparable. They be- 
lieve the United States will find suf- 
ficient reparation for the offenses of 
the Huerta government, such as the 
arrest of the bhluejacketgs at Tampico, 
in the establishment of an entirely new 


government in Mexico, 
The mediators hope that the persons 


identified with the new provisional 
government will represent the Meals 
and wishes of all factions, and will 
bring order immediately and adminis- 
ter fairly a new election. From the 
recognition which would be accorded 
the provisional administration would 
come financial support and the backing 
of the powers generally. The media- 
tors realize that unless their efforts 
here are successful American military 
occupation of Mexico may be the alter- 
native. They do not believe the con- 
stitutionalists could long oppose a 
newly established provisional govern- 
ment in Mexico City. 
Elimination of Hureta. 

With the elimination of Huerta, it is 
pointed out, the chief aim of the con-| 
stitutionalists’ cause will have been 
fulfilled. Its followers, it is believed 
by the mediators, would be unable to. 
repudiate the principles proclaimed in 
the conference here. 

The mediators are of the opinion, it 
is understood, that they may be obliged 
by the very punpose that impelled 
them to extend their good offices, to 
admit a representative of the conatitu- 
tlonalists, providing General Carranza 
will agree to an armistice. It is said, 
moreover, that unless this condition is 
willingly met by the constitutionalists, 
the mediators are disinclined to change 
the method they are pursuing in seek- 
ing to compose the differences between 
General Huerta and the Washington 
government. 

If Carranza now should formally ap- 
ply for permission to send delegates 
to the conference and if he voluntarily 
should agree to meet the conditions 
set forth in the original invitation to 
him, it is said no apology or excuse 
to account for his rejection of that in- 
vitation would be required. All the 
mediators would demand, it is under- 
stood, would be that fighting should 
cease and that delegates sent to repre- 
sent the constitutionalists should have 
powers as broad as those of the Amer- 
ican and Huerta delegates. If all of 
these conditions were met unreserved- 
ly by the constitutionalist leader, it is 
probable that the mediators weuld feel 
compelled to withdraw their last tele- 
gram to Carranza and receive his 
agents, even at this late hour. 

The conference tonight beteen the 
Ameiican delegates and the mediators 
lasted for more than an hour, after 
which Justice Lamar announced that fa- 
vorable progress was being made. 

“Yesterday we received certain sug- 
gestions,” he said, ‘from the mediators 
for a possible solution of this diffi- 
eulty. We communicated with Wash- 
ington, and now we, in turn, have made 
certain suggestions to the mediators.

Balk at Land Probiem. 

It may be said that the urgent de- 
mand from the American side that a 
definite plan for the settlement of the 
land question be incorporated in the 
settlement here is not acceptable to 
either the mediators or the Mexican 
delegates. If it is insisted upon, it 
will certainly disrupt the mediation, it 
is said. A serious effort is belng made 
to define the scope of the negotiations 
s0 as to vender the land problem less 
exigent. 

Jose Requena, who ran for the vice 
presidency on the ticket with Genéral 
Felix Diaz in the last presidential elec- 
tion inMexico which was declared void, 
arrived here tonight from New York. He 
Was accompanied by Cecilio Ocon, an- 
other close friend of Felix Diaz. They 
said their mission was not political, 
and that they merely were stopping off 
here on personal business; but Mr. 
Requena immediately went into con- 
ference with Senor Elgueroe, one of the 
Mexican delegates. They are register- 
ed at the hotel wherethe mediators and 
the Mexican delegation are living. 

Senor Requina said he hoped media- 
tion would be successful in solving 
Mexico'’e internal and international dif- 
ficulties, but declined to discuss his 
conference with the Mexican delegates. 
ABSENCE OF TENSION 
MARKS MEXIC SITUATION. 

Washington, May 24.—Evident. ab- 
sence of tension marked the Mexican 
gituation in Washington today. No 
foundation for alarmist rumors con- 
cerning the basis of mediation nego- 
tiations developed; there were no 
tangible developments in the matter of 
constitutionalist representation and 
after a morning conference at the 
white house between the president and 
Secretary Bryan, those officials aban- 
doned consideration of the Mexican 
problem for the ony. 

After luncheon the president went 
automobiling and Secretary Bryan, 
with his wife and son, drove into the 
country to spend the afternoon far 
from diplomatic activity. 


Wilsen and Bryan. 


The president and Mr. Bryan went 
over the entire situation, discussing 
particularly a long report from the 
‘American commissioners at Niagara 
Falls. No statement regarding details 
of the mediation was issued and it was 
made perfectly clear that none will be 
made so long as negotiations continue 
in their present status. 

There is reason to believe that re- 
sponsible officials look upon the medi- 
ations as still in their preliminary 
stage and think they are progressing 
smoothly. They would be pleased were 
representatives of General Carranza 
present at Niagara Falls to pass upon 
definite suggestions for a solution when 
these are presented, but while regard- 
ing constitutionalist representation as 
eee do not consider it indispens- 
able. 

Obstacles to informal representation, 
it was declared by a.man close to the 
administration, were found not so much 
in the attitude of General Carranza, as 
in technical objections from Niagara 
Falls. 

Contention of Huerta’s Agents. 


Huerta’s representatives there, it was 
suggested, desire to have the consti- 
tutionalists participate on the same 
basis as themselves or not at all. Ags 
no invitation has yet gone forward 
to General Carranza, it seems that the 
mediators as yet share their views. 

No further battling of moment be- 
tween constitutionalists and federals 
was reported from the front. Constitu- 
tionalist headquarters here confirmed 
the report of the retirement of Gener- 
al Villa from Saltillo, but explained 
that it was due purely to military con- 
sideration, Torreon being a better base 
for the advance southward than Sal- 
tillo as they returned southward, and 
General Villa has transferred his base 
of operations to Torreon, the principal 
railroad center in northern Mexico, 
whence he has a railroad in operation 
almost to San Luis Potosi, the next 
point of attack. The break of the re- 
treating garrison from Saltillo is ad- 
mitted. 

Mediators Propose a Junta. 

Unofficial advices reaching Washing- 
ton from Niagara Falls were to the ef- 
fect that the South American mediators 
were making determined efforts to 
bring about the establishment of a 
unta to govern Mexico pending the 

olding of an election, the junta to be 
made up of a man chosen by Huerta 
one chosen by the constitutionalists and 
@ third chosen by the mediators. 

While representatives here of the 
constitutionalists insisted that they 
would never consent to such an ar- 
rangement, the word from Niagara 
Falls was that the mediators have not 
yet lost hope of bringing about this 
solution.

HUERTA TO RESTORE 
DESTROYED RAILROAD 


Vera Cruz, May 24.—Apparently con- 
vinced that the United States will ad- 
here rigidly to the armistice agreement, 
officials of the Huerta government are 
preparing to replace the track along 
the line of the Mexican railway, torn up 
by General Gustavo Maas. 

The general purchasing agent of the 
Mexican National railways called at 
Brigadier General Funston’s head- 
quarters today and asked if the Ameri- 
can commander objected to the restora- 
tiom of the lines. He was assured the 
Americans would be glad to see the 
service restored and was told the 
Américans never were able to under- 
stand why General Maas destroyed sev- 
eral miles of line. The Mexican official 
declared that the work of replacing the 
track probably would be started im- 
mediately. 

This action follows the decision to 
arrange for the exchange of mail with 
Mexico City and interior points, begin- 
ning tomorrow. It also gives prospect 
of clearing up the congestion at the 
customs warehouses of freight for the 
interior. 

American officers hope within a week 
or two to see full trains going through 
to the capital without change. The 
most rigid inspectian of freight bag- 
gage will be maintained here to pre- 
vent arms and ammunition from being 
taken into the interior. The Huerta of- 
ficials probably will continue to search 
passengers and to demand passports of 
all foreigners on trains proceeding 
either. way. Presumably the Mexican 
inspection is to be at Cordoba, if a 
thorough service is resumed. 

The troops passed a quiet Sundav. 
The weather was hot and baseball 
games and other attempts at sport 
proved languid exhibitions.

REBEL BULLETS FALL 
NEAR JAP WARSHIP 


On Board U. 8. Steamship California. 
Mazatlan, Mex., May 23, via Wireless 
to San Diego, Cal, May 24.—A new 
international element entered into the 
Mexican situation today when consti- 
tutionalists’ bullets, fired at some 
launches that were bearing provisions 
to the beleagured federals in the city, 
fell dangerously near a launch belong- 
ne to the Japanese cruiser stationed 

ere. 

The commander of the Japanese war- 
ship immediately forwarded a protest 
to General Obregon, constitutionalist 
commander. 

So far no concerted movement of the 
constitutionalists to take Mazatlan has 
been attempted. A desultory artillery 
fire has been kept up by both armies, 
who seem content to occupy tneir for- 
tified positions. 

A report has reached the American 
fleet stationed here that the constitu- 
tionalist commander at San Blas has 
forced a loan sufficient to pay his 
troops. 


REBEL FORCE ENTERS 
STATE OF VERA CRUZ 


Washington, May 24.—The Spanish 
ambassador informed the state depart- 
ment tonight that he had received a 
message rom the foreign office in 
Mexico City announcing that a consti- 
tutionalist force of 3,000 men had en- 
tered the state of Vera Cruz and ex- 
plaining that the movement of federal 
troops in that neighborhood was 
against the constitutionalists and not 
against the American garrison at Vera 
Cruz. 

The ambassador said the Huerta gov- 
ernment wanted to guard against hav- 
ing the activity of its army mistaken 
for a violation of the armistice agree- 


ment. 
War department officials said the 


constitutionalist army referred to prob- 
ably was part of the force that occu- 
pied Tuxpan recently. 


COL. SIBERT SELECTED

Washington, May 24.—Selection of a 
board of engineers to report on recom- 
mendations for preventing floods and 
famines in the Hua river section of 
China was announced by the Ameri- 
can Red Cross today. Colonel William 
L. Sibert, builder of the Gatun locks 
and dam at Panama, will be chairman, 
and the other members are Arthur Pow- 
ell Davis, chief engineer of the United 
States reclamation service, and Daniel 
Webster Mead, pfofessor of engineering 
in the University of Wisconsin. 

Charles Davis Jamieson, Red Cross 
engineer, who made the preliminary ex- 
amination and survey, will accompany 
the board to China in June. 

The Red Cross has recommended the 
appointment of Colonel Sibert by the 
Chinese government as engineer-in- 
chief of the flood prevention work 
when that is undertaken.

“The schism which was in the con- 
gregation at the time that I took charge 
has been healed completely, the debts 
of the church, except that of the build- 
ing mortgage, have been paid, and the 
conditions there are perfectly har- 
monious, and the church is now in bet- 
ter condition than it has been for many 
years. 

“TIT have found that when I am obliged 
to go away from Atlanta, there is a 
slump in the interest which is taken 
in the affairs of the church, and that 
the absence of the pastor is not best 
for the work there. The church needs 
a man who will be able to devote all 
his time to it, and I cannot do this, I 
am now receiving more calls for revi- 
val meetings and lecture engagements 
than it would be possible for me to 
fill were I to give all my time to that 
work. 

Due to Love of Church, 

“My decision to resign, therefore, is 
due to my love for the church, and my 
desire that it shall prosper. My res- 
ignation will foree the Tabernacle to 
get someone who will give them all his 
time, as their pastor, which will be 
best for it.

Hoyt, George W. Harris and James 
Bachman, was appointed to extend this 
call to Dr. Lyons, and by them the 
formal invitation will be extended to 
him immediately. 

Dr. Lyons has been for the past year 
moderator of the Southern Presbyterian 
assembly, having resigned at the recent 
meeting in Kansas City. He is one of 
the strongest forces in Southern Pres- 
byterianism, and has earned a national 
reputation for his work in organizing 
and building up his church in Louisville, 
of which he thas been pastor for twenty- 
two years. 

In Atlanta, he is well known, and 
has a host of friends, so that he will 
be coming here by no means as a 
stranger, should he accept the call. 
Mrs. W. A. Crowe, of Atlanta, is a 
sister of Dr. Lyons. 

Dr. Lyons has already received in- 
formal notification that the formal call 
would be extended to him, and, it is 
understood that Dr. Lyons will consider 
the call favorably. 

Call to Dr. Lyons. 
The resolutions passed by the church

George W. Perkins, of New § York, 
chairman of the progressive national 
committee’s executive committee, toda 
made his fourth visit to Sagamore Hill 
since Colonel Roosevelt's return to this 
country. Bourke Cockran, of New York, 
former congressman, and William Loeb, 
Jr.. who was secretary to the presi- 
dent, also saw Colonel Roosevelt. 

The colonel went to church this 
morning, and a crowd of villagers was 
on hand to greet him, He shook 
hands all around after the service.

ALBANIAN RULER 


READY FOR FLlGni! 


Prince William Threatened 
by Subjects — Insuperable 
Obstacles to Evolving a 
State Out of Albania. 


Durazzo, Albania, May 24.—Prince 
William, of Albania, formerly Prince 
William of Wied, upon whom the ruler- 
Ship of Albania was conferred by the 
powers last February, again is in the 
palace of Durazzo, guarded by Italian 
marines. Outside the city insurgent sup- 
porters of Essad Pasha, former min- 
ister of war, who a few days ago was 
deported, threaten the existence of the 
new regime. 

The insurgents demanded that they 
be allowed to confer with Prince Wil- 
jiam, who had taken refuge aboard the 
Italian cruiser Misgurata. Prince Wil- 
liam, accompanied by the staff of the 
Italian admiral, came ashore last night, 
and today was followed by the Prin- 
cess Sophie, but their children and 
Suite remained aboard the cruiser. 

Conditions in Durazzo and the sur- 
rounding district were quiet today, but 
the prince and princess are ready to re- 
embark should danger arise. 


Split Iuto Three Factions. 

Almost insuperable obstacles, in the 
Opinion of practiced observers, have 
stood in the way of evolving a state 
out of Albania. The race is divided 
into three factions by adherence to the 
Mohammedan Catholic and Orthodox 
religions, and there is a further tribal 
and clannish subdivision with the blood 
feud in full force, and little power of 
cohesion in a language scarcely reduc- 
ible to writing. 

Albanians were favorites of the old 
regime in Turkey and rose to high rank, 
but the attempt of the Young Turks to 
reduce Albania to a government, draft 
recruits and collect taxes, precipitated 
a revolution. The Balkan war inter- 
vened and the Albanians, resentful 
after the reprisals, were blamed by the 
Turks for betraying their cause by 
their indifference to the success of 
Turkish arms. 

The troops of the Balkan allies over- 
ran Albania without opposition, ex- 
cept that at the fortresses of Scutari 
and Jannina. Austria’s determination 
caused Albania to be evacuated by the 
Balkan troops, and added to the list of 
Balkan states. Five or six different gOV- 
ernments, including a republic, were 
set up in Albania in the interim. 


Turkish Hopes Disappointed. 


Turkish hopes that Albania might re- 
main under the suzerainty of the sultan 
were disappointed at the London con- 
ference, which decided that Albania 
Should be an autonomous state and 
that a prince should be nominated to 
rule over the country. In the mean- 
time a commission of control, composed 
of one representative of each power, 
was appointed to organize the admin- 
istration with the aid of a gendarmerie. 

Prince William of Wied was the 
ruler it selected, but Essad Pasha, the 
former commander-in-chief of the 
Turkish forces at Scutari, made a dra- 
matic move in proclaiming himself 
king of Albania. A few months later 
he was reported to have been elected 
governor of independent Albania and 
when eventually a ministry was formed 
early this year he became minister of 
war. After the arrival of Prince Wil- 
liam difficulties arose, and on May 
18, Essad Pasha resigned. Immediately 
a revolt began, Essad Pasha firing the 
first shot against the prince’s palace, 
according to reports. Detachments 
were landed from Austrian and Italian 
warships and the former minister of 
war was arrested and placed on board 
the Austrian warship Szigetvar. He 
was sent on the first outgoing steamér 
to Italy. 

Has Prinee Abdicated? 

Rome, May 24.—According to a dis- 
patch to The Tribuna, Prince William 
of Albania has signed a treaty of 
abdication. This, however, has not been 
confirmed and the exact situation in 
Albania is obscured. 

The Italian minister at Durazzo. in a 
dispatch to his government, says an en- 
gagement between the insurgents and 
the gendarmerie resulted in the cap- 
ture of the Dutch officers of the gen- 
darmeria. He further indicates that 
Prince William, under compulsion, has 
signed a document conceding certain of 
the insurgent demands. 

It is understood that both Austria 
and Italy are sending additional war- 
ship to Durazzo.

THE GRANITE HIGHWAY. 

A committee from the Decatur (DeKalb 
county) Chamber of Commerce have waited 
upon the board of commissioners of Fulton 
county with the request that Fulton loan 
DeKalb fifty of its convicts to be used in 
conjunction with all the convicts of DeKalb 
in completing the “Granite Highway” in 
time for the fall convention of the American 
Road congress in Atlanta. Ordinarily, the 
creation of a precedent whereby Fulton 
committed itself to the loan of its convicts 
to other counties would not commend itself, 
but in this instance it is expressly stipu- 
lated that the loan shall not be regarded as a 
precedent. The special circumstances of the 
case are such as to give much force to 
DeKalb’s request. 

The highway is at present completed 
from Atlanta to considerably beyond De- 
catur. A strip of approximately five miles 
remains unfinished. If the highway is to be 
open for traffic by the time the convention 
is held, DeKalb county must have aid. 
DeKalb does not ask that Fulton make this 
loan of convicts while her own convicts are 
engaged in road-making at points in DeKalb 
off the “Granite Highway.” It proposes to 
concentrate all her convicts upon that 
project. It will house, feed and maintain the 
borrowed convicts. 

Few Atlantans realize the publicity asset 
of Stone Mountain, the biggest rock in the 
world, nine miles in circumference at the 
base. If it were a thousand miles, instead 
of less than field-glass distance from At- 
lanta, we would more appreciate its drawing 
powers. During Shrine week alone thou- 
sands of visitors made pilgrimages to this 
natural wonder. A well-paved roadway from 
Atlanta means that the importance of the 
mountain from this angle alone will be 
vastly increased. 

The quarry owners at the mountain offer 
to furnish the stone for the highway free of 
cost. All that is needed is the labor. 

The stretch between Atlanta and Stone 
Mountain is a link in the Washington to 
Atlanta highway, now in process of construc- 
tion under supervision of government engt- 
neers. There are alternative routes from 
Augusta to Stone Mountain, one paralleling 
the Georgia railroad and the other by way of 
Athens. But both converge at Stone Moun- 
tain, and from there on the right-of-way is 
straight over the “Granite Highway” to 
Atlanta. A tremendous volume of traffic 
from Augusta and way points will, there- 
fore, traverse the “Granite Highway,” not to 
mention the larger volume traveling the 
capital-to-capital highway. All this will help 
Atlanta. 

These considerations lift the request of 
the Decatur committee out of the ordinary. 
With the proviso that it is not to be re- 
garded as fixing a precedent, and that 
DeKalb puts its entire force upon the work, 
The Constitution indorses the plan. 


AN EPOCH IN GEORGIA. 

The Georgia Animal Industry convention, 
called to meet in Quitman on Tuesday, May 
26, ought to introduce a new epoch to Geor- 
gia with regard to the pork and beef indus- 
try. The convention is called by the Georgia 


State Chamber of Commerce, upon the re- | 


quest of the Brooks County Industrial club, 
which has already done much to encourage 
diversification with a special view to hogs 
and cattle. 

Some of the speakers at the convention 
will be James E. Downing, federal agent) 
who is establishing vig clubs throughout 
Georgia; Dr. E. M. Nighbert, who represents 


the federal bureau of animal industry in 


Georgia; Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state veteri- 
narian, and Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president 
of the State Agricultural college. 

It is expected that the talks and the mov- 
ing picture exhibits, made from actual 
demonstrations of the successes of Georgia 
farmers in the pork and beef industries, will 
bring from two to three thousand Georgians 
from all parts of the state. Southwest Geor- 
gia will contribute particularly to the con- 
vention attendance. 

Quitman and Brooks county form a par- 
ticularly fitting background for a convention 
of this nature. It is Brooks county that has 
gained fame by exporting hams to all parts 
of the United States. The county has set 
the rest of Georgia a stiff pace in the revival 
of the hog and cattle industries, and along 
its every main and collateral road prosper- 
ous farmers bear witness to the profit of the 
propaganda. 

The plans of the Brooks County Indus- 
trial club and the Georgia State Chamber of 
Commerce contemplate spreading through 
every Georgia county the gospel of raising 
home supplies in the beef and pork lines, 


“ind the additional revenue in creating an 


export surplus. The intention is to show at 
this meeting that pork and beef can be 
raised in Georgia at much less cost and sold 
at a greater profit than the western product. 
The more quickly Georgia learns the 
necessity for enterprise and organization in 
the development of the hog-and cattle in- 
dustries, the better for her farmers and the 
aggregate wealth of the entire state. . 


THE FAKE ““STRENUOUS LIFE.” 


It was about time that some qualified 
authority took a center shot at the over- 
worked slogan of the “strenuous life,” and 
the candidate has come forward in the form 
of Secretary of Commerce Redfield. In a 
recent address delivered at Providence, R.L., 
he deprecated the chronic and hysterical in- 
vitations to speed up toward theoretical effi- 
ciency, and said: 


It is an infantile view of industry 
which measures its result by either the 
duration or the extent of the effort. 
Both the hustler and the apostle of 
strenuousness have become back num- 
bers in their methods. 


So far ds the element of superficial hurry 
in American life is concerned, Secretary 
Redfield is right. 

We have had the doctrine of “hustle” 
preached into us so incessantly that it has 
in a way become synonymous of noise, con- 
fusion, boasting, and, if the truth be told, of 
skim ping. 

For the man who is out to make an im- 
pression, in industry or in public life, and 
who depends upon meretricious methods to 
get results, may in the long run become a 
positive drag upon production. 

The old and strenuous idea of the farm- 
er’s life was to rise before daybreak and 
work until after sunset. The new method 
is to learn such formulas as will enable the 
worker to finish the same, or more work, in 
several less hours. 

The same procedure applies to the me- 
chanic’s work, the brain workers, the college 
professor’s. None of these callings count 
their stint by hours of labor. They depend, 
rather, upon results accomplished as the 
gauge. The same measure holds with the 
banker, the teacher, any worker in any craft. 

All of which means that in the future we 
will need to revise a good many of the old 
copybook maxims over which youth per- 
spired hopefully. We used to be told, parrot- 
like, that “labor conquers all things.” There 
is a new direction toward success nowadays, 
and its sentiment runs that, “skill and con- 
centration conquer all things,” whether in 
an eight, an eighteen or a four-hour day. 


MAKE IT MANDATORY. 


The federal commission on industrial re- 
lations has drafted a bill looking tentatively 
toward the creation of a national board of 
mediation and conciliation. It is intended 
that the functions of the board shall apply 
to disputes that may involve the federal 
government, but that they shall not conflict 
or interfere with state jurisdictions or inter- 
state commerce. 

The commission is putting forward its 
plan at a particularly happy time, with the 
country’s mind riveted on the need for 
mediation. by the intolerable conditions in 
Colorado. 

The one point of criticism The Constitu- 
tion sees in the idea, as formulated, is that 
it leaves too much to the good nature of 
parties that may be involved in disputes of 
any nature. Does anyone, for instance, im- 
agine that such a mild law would be of avail 
in lessening tension in Colorado? 

Here is John D. Rockefeller declaring that 
there are various points the Colorado Iron 
and Fuel company will not submit to arbitra- 
tion. In the face of obstinacy: of this nature 
the “Please come and be good” tenor of the 
proposed law would be absolutely ineffectual. 

What is really needed is a mediation and 
conciliation law with teeth in it, a law that 
will either compel the parties to mediate or 
arbitrate, or that will penalize them for 
lockouts and strikes, or atrocities, unless 
their case has first been laid before an un- 
biased tribunal. 

The Constitution has no means of deter- 
mining whether sentiment in this country 
has yet reached the stage where it will jus- 
tify compulsory arbitration or mediation. 

We are tolerably sure that sentiment has

Fire Protection in Wisconsin. 


‘From The Engineering Record.)

If mandatory arbitration is too strong a 
remedy at present, let it be preceded by 
mandatory mediation, at least mandatory 
and judicial publicity.

The reasons for this dis- 
crimination are: A fireproof floor suffers 
little or no deterioration; a fireproof floor 
is not weakened by a fire below; the greater 
dead load of a fireproof floor means that 
any accidental overload is a smaller propor- 
tion of the total dead and live load. 

The most detailed provisions are those re- 
lating to stairways and fire escapes. In 
apartment houses a covered outside rear stair- 
way is recommended, which acts as a service 
stairway and fire escape combined; and

Atlanta’s Possibility 
As Mail Order Center 
Discussed by Hastings 


The tremendous possibilities of Atlanta 
as one of the great mail order centers of 
the United States were discussed by H. G. 
Hastings in a special address delivered at 
the semi-monthly meeting of the Rotary 
Club of Atlanta last Tuesday. 

He said, in part: 

“So far as the south and southwest is 
concerned Atlanta is the logical mail order 
center and there is opportunity here in At- 
lanta for an immense mail order develop- 
ment if handled rightly, conscientiously and 
with a view to permanency. 

“Let no member of the Rotary club get 
the idea that the mail order business is any 
‘get-rich-quick’ scheme, for it is not, re- 
gardless of the line attempted. <A success- 
ful mail order business is one necessarily 
based on the confidence the buyer has in 
the seller, confidence hard and slow to get 
and easy to dissipate. 

“I don’t know how it is in general lines, 
but I do know the seed business, and when 
one of the oldest and most widely experi- 
enced men in the seed trade some years ago 
said that never in his observation had a 
seed firm started ‘big’ and made a success, 
I knew by experience and observation that 
he was right. 

“Atlanta is the logical distributing point 
for the south, the ideal place for mail order 
work in any and all lines. Some attempts 
have been made and failed. Why? Simply 
because the founders thought they must 
start on a big scale. Such ideas are dead 
wrong. Mail order business of any Kind is 
necessarily based on confidence and the man 
who is unwilling to wait even years for 
tangible results has no business in the mail 
order game, regardless of what particular 
line he expects to engage in. 

“Almost any line of retail business can 
work successfully along mail order lines, if 
you are not over anxious for immediate suc- 
cess. If you are looking for immediate suc- 
cess don’t start, you will be disappointed. 
If you have patience, grit and stamina to 
stay by a losing or break-even game for 
three to five years before the tide turns 
you are the right kind of man to start in 
the mail order game. 

“Onee thoroughly in, once thoroughly 
established, you have a real substantia] busi- 
ness that you will find it hard for someone 
else to oust you out of. As an example of 
this I would say that for ten years after 
we moved to Atlanta it was no unusual thing 
for us to get orders addressed to us at our 
old Florida address and occasionally one 
comes to us yet forwarded from Florida. 

“T almost forgot to again touch on what 
may be termed the natural trend of trade 
which is invariably north and east of the 
geographical location of the buyer. When 
we were in central Florida we could no 
more touch seed business in the Tallahassee- 
Pensacola section than we could fly before 
the days of aeroplanes. Now that we are 
located in Atlanta, it comes to us as easy as 
water running down hill, but we still find 
it almost impossible to do business profit- 
ably in North Carolina, although Texas cus- 
tomers come to us in nearly hundred thou- 
sand lots. 

“Atlanta is an entirely logical mail order 
point, but the Atlanta man considering mail 
order business must consider seriously the 
fundamentals, first that mail order business 
and confidence are of slow growth, but con- 
fidence once established it is of reasonable 
permanence; and second that effort for busi- 
ness must be made toward the south and 
wegt rather than toward the north and east.”

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Railroad That Climbs to the 
City of Mexico. 


(From ‘‘Mexico,” by C. Reginald Enock.) 

There are two main-traveled ways into 
Mexico. The first across the stormy waters 
of the Mexican gulf to the yellow strand 
of Vera Cruz, beyond which the ‘star moun- 
tain” of the Aztecs, Citlalteptl (Orizaba, 18,- 
250 feet high) rears its gleaming snow-cap 
in mid-heavens above the clouds. It was 
here that Cortes landed four centuries ago 
and it is the route followed by European 
travelers today. Here stands Ulloa, the 
promontory fortress where more than one of 
Mexico’s short-lived rulers languished and 
died of vellow fever, and which was the last 
stronghold of Spain. Beyond it arise the 
white buildings and towers of Vera Cruz, a 
dream city, as beheld from the gulf, of in- 
terest and beauty, and to the west are the 
broad coastal deserts. Piled up to the hori- 
zon are the wooded slopes and canyons of the 
great Sierra Madre, topped by the gleaming 
Orizaba, towering upward in solitary majes- 
ty. We stand upon a torrid strand, yet gaze 
upon an icy mountain. 

One of the most remarkable railways in 
the world ascends this steep zone, and ser- 
pentines among sheer descents to gain the 
summit of abrupt escarpments from which— 
a remarkable feature of the eastern slope of 
Mexico—the traveler looks down into another 
country and climate, upon those tropical val- 
leys which he has left below. This is the 
Mexican Vera Cruz railway. Rising from 
the tierra caliente, or hot lands, a tropical 
region of dense vegetation, of jungle and Ia- 
goon, where there are the shores, woods and 
groves teeming with animal and vegetable 
life, the road enters the more temperate zone, 
the tierra templada, extending upward to- 
ward the Great Plateau. The Imit of this 
climatic zone is at an elevation of 6,000 feet 
above sea level. Rising rapidly thence up 
to and over the escarpments of the Sierra 
Madre and the high plains, we enter upon 
the tierra fria or cold lands, ranging from 
6,000 to 8,000 feet above sea level. Above 
this rise the high summits of the Mexican 
Cordilleras, with their culminating peaks, 
some few of which penetrate the atmosphere 
above the limit of perpetual snow. 

The earliest railway of Mexico, that from 
Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico, traverses 
the country in the most difficult direction, 
transversely, rising from tide-water and the 
Atlantic littoral, and ascending the steps es- 
carpments of the Eastern Sierra Madre to 
fall down into the lake valley of Mexico, 
bringing outside civilization to that isolated 
interior world. 

But Mexico’s singular topographical po- 
sition has. not secured her from invasion. 
Three times the city on the lakes has fallen 
to foreign invaders—the Spaniards of the 
Conquest, the French of Napoleon and the 
Americans of the United States. Indeed, the 
flat and arid tabeland stretching away 
the north was formerly a more potent na- 
tural defense than the Cordilleran heights 
which front on the Atlantic seas, and the 
axiom of Lerdo is well brought to mind in 
considering the geographical environment: 
“Between weakness and _ strength, the 
desert!”’

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Weather Helping Trade, 
Say Financial. Reports 


Result Is Best Retail Busi- 
ness in Months, Says 
Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet's report says: 

Better weather and improved retail 
demand are the two fundamentally fa- 
vorable features of this week’s trade 
report. These, first noticed at the 
west last week, have advanced east- 
ward, and the result is probably the 
best trade in months at retail. Wearing 
apparel has figured largely in these 
reports, but hardware, implements and 
Similar products have also enjoyed a 
better demand. Best reports as yet 
come from the west and northwest, 
but eastern reports are also more cheer- 
ful. Southern reports are rather ir- 
regular, and those from Texas are de- 
pressed or poor because of excessive 
rains, while cool weather has retard- 
ed demand at some central southern 


points. 
Trade in Northwest. 

Trade in the Pacific northwest is 
rather dull. Jobbing trade at some 
large eastern centers reflects the ef- 
fect of the improved retail trade in 
spring and summer fabrics. A broad- 
er demand for staple cotton goods at 
leading manufacturing centers is not 
based wholly on good crop news, how- 
ever. A sharp advance in raw cotton, 
due partly to crop reports, but also to 
realization that cotton consumption has 
been greater this season than ever be- 
fore has apparently brought home to 
many the fact that supplies of staple 
cottons are light and stocks deficient. 
Certainly the print-cloth market is 
much more active for comparatively 
distant months and is quotably higher 
for some months. In another branch 
of textiles, too—raw wool—demand is 
active, and prices are higher than a 
year ago in all markets, despite the 
abolition of tariff duties on wool. High- 
er prices for next spring’s men’s wear 
goods are indicated. In other lines 
new developments are not especially 
marked.

The Jobbing Trade Also 
Has Been Benefited, 
Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: ; 

Higher temperatures in many se€Cc- 
tions have afforded stimulus to the 
distribution of seasonable merchandise 
at retail, while jobbing trade has also 
benefited. In certain instances the im- 
provement is quite marked, and, 
though future requirements are not 
being freely anticipated, the situation 
is strengthened by the absence of any 
large stocks. Confidence is not dis- 
turbed by the reports of damage to 
winter wheat, as some impairment of 
the crop was to be expected before 
harvest and conditions have not chang- 
ed the prospect of an unprecedented 
vield. Prices, however, have advanced 
rather sharply and cotton has also 
risen on unfavorable advices from the 
southwest; the general tendency of 
commodities was upward, as 33 gains 
and 19 declines occurred this week in 
the 310 quotations compiled by Dun’s 
Review. Values of some lines of cot- 
ton goods are firmer, and, while the 
markets, as a whole, continue. quiet, 
there has been an abandonment of the 
lethargy so plainly evident of late. 
Further advances are being forced on 
wool products by the rising trend of 
the raw material, for which the de- 
mand is broadening, both as to do- 
mestic and foreign trades. Activity in 
the new clip is noted in producing 
sections and trading apparently would 
be larger were it not for the indiffer- 
ence of growers. 

Shoe Business Better. 

Reports from New England footwear 
centers indicate that business has been 
better than at any time this spring, and 
a few prominent manufacturing con- 
cerns have received more orders than 
in previous years, although, in a gen- 
eral sense, the situation is not yet 
satisfactory. Sales of leather are suffi- 
cient to absorb the limited receipts, and 
prices are well maintained, while hides 
are also steady. Substantial purchases 
of pig iron in eastern territory are an 
encouraging feature and have helped 
to gustain the improved sentiment in 
the basic industry. The demand from 
the railroads is still confined to close 
limits, but it is the expectation that 
an increased buying movement will 
shortly develop. There continues to be 
more or less shading of quotations in 
several lines, special inducements being 
offered for attractive business. In cop- 
per, conditions tend to quietness, both 
domestic and foreign consumers show- 
ing comparatively little interest in the 
market at present. Irregularity still 
characterizes statistics of trade move- 
ments, bank clearings this week being | 
1.7 per cent larger than last year, but 
5.2 per cent Jess than in 1912, while 
gross earnings of railroads reporting 
for two weeks of May showed a de- 


cline of 7.4 per cent as compared with 
a year ago. With sterling exchange, 
reaching the highest level since 1907,!

THE OAT HARVEST, 

Until a week or ten days ago the oat 
harvest gave promise of being the best 
in quality and quantity of grain that 
we have had in several years, but there 
is reason to fear that the yield will be 
considerably reduced on account of the 
dry weather that thas pretty generally 
prevailed over a large portion of the 
south. It is well known that a very 
dry May is hard on the oat crop, espe- 
cially when precededjby a dry April, 
as is the record this year. At Griffin 
the precipitation for April was only 
2.55 inches, but little more than two- 
thirds the average amount. The effect 
of this not very severe drouth, how- 
ever, has been to a considerable extent 
anticipated by a better preparation of 
the land and more than usual care in 
seeding. Ol@ subscribers to The Con- 
stitution kndw that I am somewhat of 
a crank on the subject of oat culture, 
and that I have for many years insisted 
on its superiority as a grain feed for 
work animals and growing animals of 
all kinds. I will, perhaps, be pardoned 
for remarking that, as director of the 
Georgia Experiment station, I was the 
originator of the “open furrow” method 
of sowing the seeds of this grain as a 
means of preventing winter-killing of 
the plants. This method makes it prac- 
tically safe to sow in the fall and 
early fall at that, not wait until spring. 
While on the subject those farmers who 
sowed in January and February instead 
of in October, and whose crops are now 
suffering severely on account of the dry 
weather, should compare the condition 
and prospect of spring and fall-sown 
oats. 

The Oat Harvest. 


Oats will be ready for the harvester 
from the last week in May until along 
in June, and preparation should be 
made at once for that important detail 
in oat culture. Of course the old-fash- 
ioned grain cradle will still be used by 
those farmers who have planted out a 
small acrea, but the small grain self- 
binding harvester is what should be 
employed. The right time to cut oats 
is when the grains are passing out of 
the dough state into the hard condition. 
The result, when harvested at this 
time, will be better grain and more nu- 
tritious stand than if the harvest be 
delayed until the straw is fully dried 
and the grains hard. 

Threshing Oats. 


Unfortunately many farmers have in- 
herited the notion that it is not worth 
while to thresh out and separate any 
more grain than will be needed next 
fall for seeding the next crop. They 
feed the oats in the sheaf, often with 
no more preparation than the cutting of 
the bands. I used to practice that way, 
but always felt and indeed realized that 
it was a very unsatisfactory and waste- 
ful way to feed oats. Anyone who will 
watch a horse or mule eating will ob- 
serve that the animal will almost in- 
variably take a mouthful of the heads, 
chew on them with the straw hanging 
from his teeth, ever and anon trying 
to get rid of it by slinging or by rub- 
bing against the edge of the manger, 
with the result that most of the straw 
and a considerable part of the grain 
will be scattered and trampled under 
feet. 

When a young farmer—not a thresh- 
er within reach—my first step in re- 
forming this method was to chop the 
bundies in twain with a broad ax just 
below the lower Freads, which would 
usually be a little above the band, 
using a clean block, a section of a tree 
trunk placed conveniently for the pur- 
pose. That was found to be a good 
deal better than whole bund!ie feeding, 
but there Was always present a grea™ 
temptation to negiect even this broad 
ax subterfuge. Threshing the grain 
is the true and correct plan and, feed- 
ine to each animal so many meusures 
of threshel oats... One Knows fust what 
he is then giving to his herse, and the 
latter will be saved the labor and an- 
noyance experienced when ied in the 
old way--—the way of our “daddies.” 
Oat straw which has produced lma- 
ture grain is a rather poor, but at 
least clean and healthful, food for 
work horses and miles and should be 
fed to cattle whose capacity for such 
bulky, coarse forage is serveral times 
greater It does very well for idle 
work stock. 

Some scientific authors claim that 
new oats, i. e., oats of the current séa- 
son's harvest are not good food—that 
they should not be fed until a year 
old. Grant that one-year-old oat grain 
is to be preferred, it strikes the mind 
of a practical man that the difference 
does not amount to enough to be se- 
riously considered, unless the animal 
to be fed is a racer, or at least fast 
roadster. It is claimed that the oat 
grain contains a peculiar principle 
that gives more lift and spirit to a 
high-stepping horse or racer and taat 
this principle is more -developed by 
age. This may or may not be true, 
but no farmer is to be advisei te put 
away in a granary his shelled oats for 
a year before feeding them to his 
mules and horses, his milch cows and 
calves, his pigs, chickens. sheep an: 
goats. 

Another point: How many oat fields 
this year contain more or less blasted 
and smutted heads? I have not my- 


self examined a field this year, but in 
the past I have seen fields in which 
I thought that fully one-half of the 
heads were worthless because of the 
smut and blast. 

Now, in this late day, any farmer 
who has blasted oats and, I might well 
add, smutted wheat, should be ashamed 
of it in view of the fact that these 
fungi may be prevented entirely at a 
cost not exceeding 2 cents per bushel 
of seed oat and seed wheat. There is 
no excuse for ignorance on this point 
unless it be that the sinner is not 
able to read. 

Another argument in favor of thresh- 
ing out the oat crop is the fact that 
a farmer will then have his seed oats 
ready to sow next October or Novem- 
ber, and will not be compelled to run 
the risk of getting an inferior variety 
at the grocery or seed store to sow 


next sowing time.

CUTTING AND THRASHING OATS, 

Rebert L. Shipp, Moultrie, Ga.—I 
have some oats which I desire to cut 
and feed my stock. I can have them 
thrashed for one-tenth of the output. 
Will it pay to have this done? It seems 
to me that it would be advisable to 
have them cut and baled and fed to 
the stock in ‘that shape, rather than to 
have them thrashed. 

Answer—You have probably read 
my article on feeding oats in The Tri- 
Weekly of the 19th (last Tuesday), 
in which I expressed the decided con- 
viction that it is better all round to 
feed thrashed oats to work animals 
and young, growing livestock. One- 
tenth of the output is the customary 
charge for thrashing, and it seems a 
reasonable fee. Rather than feed the 
oats entirely uncut and unthrashed, I 
stated that the bundles might be 
in two with a broadax about midway 
their length. I undg@stand you to 
mean by “cut and baled” that they be 
run through a cutting machine, while 
it may, possibly, meet your views, but

Judge Jacob ‘Trieber declared un- 
constitutional the federal migratory 
wild bird act passed by congress March 
3, 1913. 

Judge Trieber held that wild game 
always has been recognized as the 
property of states, and that nothing in 
the federal constitution justified a con- 
struction which gives the federal gov- 
ernment control. 

The fact that states may be unable 
to protect their game does not justify 
the courts in extending that powers 
of congress beyond those granted by 
the constitution, Judge Trieber ruled.

LARGE WART ON MULE.

As I 


advice in regard to a 


mule that has a wart on his right side | 
is larger 


just in front of his hip. It 
that a man’s fist and the trace thain 
keeps it raw and bleeding. There are 
some seed or knots extending out from 
the root of the wart. I notice you 
have advised cording a wart. Do you 
think we could do that and work the 
mule right on and also get the seed at 
the base, and would you use a solution 
of any kind? 

Answer—There are two ways that 
you may employ. If the wart is of 
such a shape (has a neck) Uthat you 
could tie a cord around it as close to 
the body as possible I would try that 
plan. If not of a form that you can 
make a cord stay as you put it use a 
large needle and double thread (or 
cord) and push the needle in and then 
out until you get around it, then draw 
tight and tie. Or you may. transfix 
the wart near its base with two or 
three pieces of Knitting needle, letting 
both ends project and wind the cord 
around underneath the ends of the 
wires, tightening the vord every two 
or three days. 

Or you may burn the wart down to 
the surface with a red-hot soldering 
iron and the napply powdered blue- 
stone to destroy any new outgrowth, 
and finally smear the wound over with 
oxide of zinc ointment to heat it. If 
you burn it don’t stop until you have 
burned it down beneath the surface of 
the adjacent skin.
